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AP investigation details perimeter breaches at U.S. airports

Several hundred times over 
the last decade, intrud¬ 
ers have hopped fences, 
slipped past guardhous¬ 
es, crashed their cars 
through gates or otherwise 
breached perimeter secu¬ 
rity at the busiest U.S. air¬ 
ports — sometimes even 
managing to climb aboard 
jets. One man tossed his 
bike over a fence and 
pedaled across a runway 
at Chicago O'Hare, stop¬ 
ping to knock on a termi¬ 
nal door. Another rammed 
a sports-utility vehicle 
through a security gate at 
Philadelphia International 
and sped down a runway 
as a plane was about to 
land. At Los Angeles Inter¬ 
national, a mentally ill man 
hopped the fence eight 
times in less than a year — 
twice reaching stairs that 
led to jets. 

An Associated Press inves¬ 
tigation found 268 perim¬ 
eter breaches since 2004 
at airports that together 
handle three-quarters of 
U.S. commercial passen¬ 
ger traffic. And that’s an 
undercount, because two 
airports among the 31 that 
AP surveyed didn't have 
data for all years. Boston’s 
Logan and the New York 
City area’s three main air¬ 


ports refused to release 
any information, citing se¬ 
curity concerns. 

Until now, few of the inci¬ 
dents have been publicly 
reported. Most involved 
intruders who wanted to 


take a shortcut, were lost, 
disoriented, drunk or men¬ 
tally unstable but seem¬ 
ingly harmless. A few had 
knives, and another was 
caught with a loaded 
handgun. 

None of the incidents in¬ 
volved a terrorist plot, ac¬ 
cording to airport officials. 
The lapses nevertheless 


highlight gaps in airport se¬ 
curity in a post-9/11 world 
where passengers inside 
terminals face rigorous 
screening and even unsuc¬ 
cessful plots have prompt¬ 
ed new procedures. 


“This might be the next vul¬ 
nerable area for terrorists 
as it becomes harder to 
get the bomb on the plane 
through the checkpoint,” 
said airport security expert 
Jeff Price. 

Since the Sept. 11, 2011 
attacks, hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of dollars have been 
spent to upgrade perim¬ 


eter fencing, cameras and 
detection technology. 
Many airports have dozens 
of miles of fencing, but not 
all of that is frequently pa¬ 
trolled or always in view of 
security cameras. 


Airport officials insist perim¬ 
eters are secure, and that 
an intruder being caught 
is proof their systems work. 
They declined to outline 
specific measures, other 
than to say they have lay¬ 
ers that include fences, 
cameras and patrols. Em¬ 
ployees are required to ask 
for proof of security clear¬ 


ance if a badge is not ob¬ 
vious. 

The AP’s analysis was 
prompted by a breach last 
spring in which a 15-year- 
old boy climbed a fence 
at Mineta San Jose Interna¬ 
tional Airport, hoisted him¬ 
self into a jet’s wheel well 
and survived an almost 
six-hour flight to Hawaii. He 
had wanted to go to Af¬ 
rica to see his mother. 
Afterward, an airport 
spokeswoman said 

breaches are more com¬ 
mon than people realize. 
Through public records 
requests, news archive 
searches and interviews, 
the AP created the most 
comprehensive public ac¬ 
counting of perimeter se¬ 
curity breaches from Janu¬ 
ary 2004 through January 
2015 at the nation's 30 bus¬ 
iest airports, plus San Jose. 
Among the findings: 

— At least 44 times, intrud¬ 
ers made it to runways, 
taxiways or to the gate 
area where planes park to 
refuel or load passengers. 
In seven cases, they got 
onto jets. 

— Seven international 
airports in four states ac¬ 
counted for more than half 
the breaches, although 
not all provided data for all 
years examined.

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Obama turns to diplomacy at Americas summit

PANAMA CITY (AP) — 

President Barack Obama 
sought Thursday to reassert 
U.S. influence in the Carib¬ 
bean and the Americas 
with pledges of energy as¬ 
sistance and diplomatic 
fence mending. 

Obama flew to Panama 
City for a summit of West¬ 
ern Hemisphere nations 
and a potentially historic 
encounter with Cuban 
President Raul Castro. He 
arrived after spending less 
than 24 hours in Kingston, 
Jamaica, where he met 
with Caribbean leaders 
and spoke at a town hall 
of young leaders. 

His attendance at the Sum¬ 
mit of the Americas comes 
in the midst of new diplo¬ 
matic outreach to Cuba. 
For the first time, the U.S. 
did not object to a Cas¬ 
tro attending the regional 
conclave. Obama will also 
attend a forum on civil so¬ 
ciety that will include dissi¬ 
dents and members of the 
Cuban political establish¬ 
ment. While in Panama, 
Obama also was to meet 
with Panamanian President 
Juan Carlos Varela and 
other Central American 
leaders. Attention at the 
summit will also focus on 
any interaction between 
Obama and Venezuelan 
President Nicolas Maduro. 
The U.S. has objected to 
the Maduro government’s 
imprisonment of dissidents 
and has slapped sanctions 
against seven Venezuelans 
it accuses of human rights 
violations. Maduro and his 
regional allies have char¬ 
acterized the sanctions as 


acts of U.S. aggression. 
Obama was welcomed to 
Panama with a red carpet 
and an honor guard. 

His travels come after a 
year spent devoting in¬ 
creased attention to the 
region by signing execu¬ 
tive orders on immigration, 
seeking to slow the influx of 
Central American minors 
to the U.S. border, tussling 
with Venezuela over hu¬ 
man rights and initiating a 
historic diplomatic opening 
with Cuba. 

But Obama’s efforts are 


limited, with his most ambi¬ 
tious one facing potential 
obstacles from the Repub¬ 
lican-controlled Congress 
and his most recent im¬ 
migration initiative stalled 
by court order. A $1 billion 
spending initiative aimed 
at Honduras, Guatemala 
and El Salvador’s econom¬ 
ic and crime troubles, for 
instance, requires congres¬ 
sional approval. 

Still, punishing electric¬ 
ity costs that are as much 
as five times more expen¬ 
sive than prices on the U.S. 


mainland and a lack of 
energy security have long 
been major concerns in the 
scattered islands of the Ca¬ 
ribbean. The sun-splashed, 
wind-swept region derives 
nearly all of its electricity 
from plants that burn im¬ 
ported oil and diesel. 
Obama on Thursday an¬ 
nounced a $20 million ef¬ 
fort to help jump start pri¬ 
vate and public sector in¬ 
vestment in clean energy 
projects in the Caribbean 
and Central America. 

“If we can lower those costs 


through the development 
of clean energy and in¬ 
creased energy efficiency 
we could unleash, I think, 
a whole host of additional 
investment and growth,” 
Obama said. 

Energy security on the im¬ 
port-dependent Jamaica 
is a growing concern with 
the wobbly economy of 
oil-dependent Venezuela, 
where the Petrocaribe 
trade program created 
by the late President Hugo 
Chavez has kept Jamaica 
and much of the region 
dependent on the South 
American country for en¬ 
ergy. 

Obama sought to tone 
down the confrontation 
with Venezuela in a written 
interview with EFE News be¬ 
fore he arrives in Panama. 
“We do not believe that 
Venezuela poses a threat 
to the United States, nor 
does the United States 
threaten the Venezuelan 
government,” Obama 
said, although he added 
that the U.S. remains “very 
troubled” by intimidation 
of political opponents and 
erosion of human rights in 
Venezuela. During his town 
hall meeting, the president 
highlighted a modest new 
initiative to support young 
leaders and entrepreneurs 
from the Caribbean and 
Central America, and pro¬ 
fessed a natural affinity for 
the island nation. 

“I just like the vibe here,” 
Obama said. “I was born 
on an island and it was 
warm, and so I feel right 
at home.” He promised 
to come back for some 
island-hopping once he’s 
out of office. □ 
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Sanctions a big issue in nuclear talks

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

biggest enforcement pro¬ 
vision in the preliminary 
nuclear agreement with 
Iran is turning into one of 
the mostly hotly contested 
elements. And the debate 
barely involves Iran. 

Instead, it concerns the 
Obama administration’s 
promise to quickly re-im- 
pose sanctions on Iran if the 
Islamic Republic cheats on 
any part of the agreement 
to limit its nuclear program 
to peaceful pursuits. 

This would be relatively 
straightforward for the 
sanctions imposed by the 
U.S., as Congress is eager 
to keep the pressure on. But 
it is far from clear whether 
President Barack Obama 
can guarantee such action 
at the United Nations, which 
has imposed wide-ranging 
penalties that all U.N. mem¬ 
bers must enforce. 

At present, there’s no firm 
agreement to how or when 
to lift the sanctions in the first 
place. Ayatollah Ali Khame¬ 
nei, Iran’s supreme leader, 
and President Hassan Rou- 
hani said Thursday they 
want all sanctions lifted on 
the first day of implementa¬ 
tion. That’s not the position 
of U.S. and other negotia¬ 
tors, a major issue that still 
must be worked out. 
Assuming it can be, that still 
would leave the big ques¬ 
tion of possible re-imposi- 
tion. 

The disagreement on this is¬ 
sue is between the U.S. and 
its European allies on one 
side, and Russia and China 
on the other — all coun¬ 
tries involved in the nuclear 
negotiations. And even 
though all six world powers 
and Iran agreed last week 
to the framework agree¬ 
ment that is supposed to 
be finalized by June 30, the 
“snapback" mechanism 


for U.N. sanctions remains 
poorly defined and may 
prove unworkable. 

"If Iran violates the deal, 
sanctions can be snapped 
back into place,” Obama 
declared last week. 

He went further this week, 
saying that restoring the 
international sanctions 
would not require consen¬ 
sus among U.N. Security 
Council members. And En¬ 
ergy Secretary Ernest Moniz, 
who helped seal last week’s 
pact, insisted "no one 
country could block the 
snapback.” 

That assertion rests on 
an informal compromise 
reached at the talks in 
Lausanne, Switzerland, to 
bypass the typical U.N. Se¬ 
curity Council process if 
Iran breaks the agreement. 
Normally in that body, any 
one of the five permanent 
members — the U.S., Britain, 
France, Russia and China, 
which are all party to the 
Iran negotiations — can 
veto resolutions. 

But many questions remain, 
including what would hap¬ 
pen if two or more countries 
object. Russia and China 
have traditionally opposed 
almost all U.N. sanctions 
measures, and, perhaps 
tellingly, neither country's 
foreign minister was present 
when the April 2 framework 


was unveiled. 

Washington and its negoti¬ 
ating partners plan to sus¬ 
pend or lift many sanctions 
after the U.N. nuclear agen¬ 
cy confirms Iran has scaled 
back its activity in accor¬ 
dance with a final deal. But 
the U.S. and its European 
partners want the capacity 
to quickly reinstate the re¬ 
strictions if Iran reneges. 

The U.N. sanctions ban the 
transfer of nuclear and bal¬ 
listic missile technology to 
Iran, freeze assets of com¬ 
panies and individuals in¬ 
volved in the country’s ura¬ 
nium enrichment program, 
impose an arms embargo 
on Iran and sharply limit the 
international activities of Ira¬ 
nian banks. All are penalties 
the U.S. wants fully enforced 
if Iran doesn’t comply with a 
final deal. 

The Obama administration 
is tossing around different 
ideas to ensure it can snap 
back the U.N. sanctions, 
though there are problems 
with all of them. 

One idea would put the 
burden on the U.N. Secu¬ 
rity Council. Rather than 
voting to re-impose sanc¬ 
tions, it would have to vote 
to stop the automatic re¬ 
imposition, officials said. Or, 
an extraordinary procedure 
could be created with the 
permanent, veto-holding 


members voting by major¬ 
ity. 

Russia and China are un¬ 
likely to accept any process 
that sees them sacrifice 
their veto power. And they 
could block any plan with 
Iran that would leave them 
powerless to stop majority 
votes by the U.S. and its Eu¬ 
ropean allies. 

In each scenario and oth¬ 
ers, the final agreement will 
include “automaticity,” the 
sense of sanctions return¬ 
ing automatically, a senior 


U.S. official said. That official 
and the others weren’t au¬ 
thorized to speak publicly 
on the deliberations and 
demanded anonymity. 

In an interview with NPR 
Monday, Obama said the 
sanctions would be “trig¬ 
gered” when the U.N.'s In¬ 
ternational Atomic Energy 
Agency identified a “very 
real problem” and a ma¬ 
jority of countries involved 
agreed. But that process

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Police cruiser video shows moments before fatal shooting

NORTH CHARLESTON, South 
Carolina (AP) — The traffic 
stop starts like any other: An 
officer pulls over a motor¬ 
ist, walks up to the driver's 
side window and asks for 
license and registration. 
What happened minutes 
later appears to take place 
without any obvious sign of 
provocation or conflict that 
would lead to a fatal shoot¬ 
ing: The driver opens the 
door and runs, and the of¬ 
ficer chases after him. 

Video released Thursday 


changes quickly as Scott 
takes off running and the 
officer runs after him. 

The video captures the 
moments leading up to a 
shooting death that has 
sparked outrage as the 
latest example of a white 
police officer killing an un¬ 
armed black man. The 
shooting itself was cap¬ 
tured by an eyewitness on 
his iPhone and provided the 
impetus for the officer to be 
charged with murder and 
fired. That’s a striking differ¬ 
ence from the recent cases 
in Ferguson, Missouri, and 
New York City, where white 


the traffic stop turned 
deadly. The onboard video 
provides a more complete 
picture of the encounter. 
The shooting took place 
Saturday and the police 
and Slager's lawyer said 
the officer fired in self-de¬ 
fense during a scuffle over 
his department-issued stun 
gun. Within days, the eye¬ 
witness video surfaced 
and immediately changed 
perceptions of what hap¬ 
pened, leading the police 
to charge Slager with mur¬ 
der and fire him from the 
force he'd worked on for 
five years. 

The dashboard camera 
video shows Scott being 
pulled over in a used Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz he had pur¬ 
chased just days earlier. Po¬ 
lice have said he was being 
stopped for a broken tail 
light. Slager is seen walking 
toward the driver's side win¬ 
dow and heard asking for 
Scott’s license and registra¬ 
tion. Slager then returns to 
his cruiser. Next, the video 
shows Scott starting to get 
out of the car, his right hand 
raised above his head, then 
he quickly gets back into 
the car and closes the door. 
Seconds later, he opens 
the door again and takes 
off running. Within a city 
block or two, out of the 
dashboard camera’s view. 


Slager catches up to him in 
an empty lot. 

A bystander noticed the 
confrontation and pushed 
record on his phone, cap¬ 
turing video that has out¬ 
raged Americans: it shows 
Scott running away again, 
and Slager firing eight shots 
at his back. 

There is almost nothing in 
Slager’s police personnel 
file to suggest that his boss¬ 
es considered him a rogue 
officer capable of murder¬ 
ing a man during a traffic 
stop. In the community he 
served, however, people 
say this reflects what's 
wrong with policing today: 
Police nearly always get 
the last word when citizens 
complain. 

“We've had through the 
years numerous similar 
complaints, and they all 
seem to be taken lightly 
and dismissed without any 
obvious investigation,” the 
Rev. Joseph Darby, vice 
president of the Charleston 
branch of the NAACP civil 
rights group, said Thursday. 
The mostly black neigh¬ 
borhood where the shoot¬ 
ing took place is far from 
unique, said Melvin Tucker, 
a former FBI agent and po¬ 
lice chief in four southern 
cities who often testifies in 
police misconduct cases. 
Nationwide, training that 


pushes pre-emptive action, 
military experience that 
creates a warzone mindset, 
and legal system favoring 
police in misconduct cases 
all lead to scenarios where 
officers to see the people 
they serve as enemies, he 
said. 

Both Slager, 33, and Scott, 
55, were U.S. Coast Guard 
veterans. Slager had one 
complaint in his personnel 
file of excessive force that 
was ultimately dismissed. 
Scott had been jailed re¬ 
peatedly for failing to pay 
child support. But neither 
man had a record of vio¬ 
lence. Slager consistently 
earned positive reviews in 
his five years with the North 
Charleston Police. 

Slager’s new attorney, Andy 
Savage, said Thursday that 
he’s conducting his own 
investigation, and that it’s 
"far too early for us to be 
saying what we think.” 

The officer, whose wife is 
eight months pregnant, is 
being held without bond 
pending an Aug. 21 hearing 
on a charge of murder that 
could put him in prison for 
30 years to life if convicted. 
As a steady crowd left flow¬ 
ers, stuffed animals, notes 
and protest signs Thursday 
in the empty lot where Scott 
was shot, many said police 
in South Carolina’s third- 
largest city routinely dismiss 
complaints of petty brutal¬ 
ity and harassment, even 
when eyewitnesses can at¬ 
test to police misbehavior. 
The result, they say, is that 
officers are regarded with a 
mixture of distrust and fear. 
Slager’s file includes a sin¬ 
gle excessive use-of-force 
complaint, from 2013: A 
man said Slager used his 
stun gun against him with¬ 
out reason. But Slager was 
exonerated and the case 
closed, even though wit¬ 
nesses told The Associated 
Press that investigators nev¬ 
er followed up with them.Q

U.S. heir pleads not guilty; 
writes letter to LA Times

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Mil¬ 
lionaire Robert Durst, want¬ 


ed in California on a murder 
charge and facing mount¬ 
ing legal woes, pleaded 
not guilty Thursday to two 
weapons charges in Louisi¬ 


ana related to his high-pro¬ 
file arrest last month. 

Even as he entered his plea 
in one New Orleans court¬ 
room, federal authorities 
sought to have him hauled 
into a U.S. courthouse on a 
similar charge. 

Durst, an estranged mem¬ 
ber of the family that runs 1 
World Trade Center in New 
York, has had multiple run- 
ins with the law. 

He was arrested in New 
Orleans on the eve of the 
finale of a six-part HBO doc¬ 
umentary called “The Jinx" 
about Durst, the disappear¬ 
ance of his first wife in 1982, 
writer-friend Susan Berman's 
death and the death and 
dismemberment of a neigh¬ 
bor in Texas in 2001. 

The real estate heir who 
turns 72 on Sunday is being 
held without bond in Louisi¬ 
ana. With hands shackled 
to his sides, he pleaded not 
guilty to state charges of 
possessing a firearm after a 
felony conviction and pos¬ 
sessing both a firearm and 
an illegal drug, marijuana. 
Durst's defense attorneys 
lifted him from an armchair 
to his feet to walk to the lec¬ 
tern and then helped him 
enter his plea. 

Attorney Dick DeGuerin 
whispered into Durst’s ear 
as he entered the plea. He 
had to whisper twice before 
Durst said, “I am not guilty, 
your honor." 

Judge Franz Zibilich asked if 
Durst was making that plea 
to both charges against 
him. DeGuerin whispered 
again, and Durst said, "Yes, 
your honor." 

The latest developments 


came as the Los Angeles 
Times published a letter pur¬ 
ported to be from Durst, in 
which he muses on a num¬ 
ber of topics — but not his 
legal woes. 

Postmarked in Baton Rouge 
on April 1, the letter bears 
the return address of the 
prison where he has been 
held and is addressed to 
the newspaper's Houston 
bureau chief. 

He muses on politics, saying 
business and political lead¬ 
ers “have chosen to fight 
rather than agree to dis¬ 
agree.” And, he touches on 
his health problems. 
DeGuerin told reporters 
Thursday that the letter’s 
scrawled cursive looks like 
his client’s handwriting. 

Durst was arrested at a J.W. 
Marriott hotel on March 
15 in New Orleans on a 
warrant from Los Angeles 
County after being recog¬ 
nized by an FBI agent. The 
next day, he was arrested 
on weapons charges after 
authorities searching Durst’s 
hotel room allegedly found 
a .38-caliber revolver and 
marijuana in the room. He 
was indicted by a grand 
jury on the state charges 
this week. 

The weapons arrest has 
kept Durst in New Orleans 
even though he waived 
extradition to California, 
where he’s charged in the 
December 2000 death of 
Berman, a longtime friend. 
Durst is being held without 
bail in the mental ward of a 
state prison. 

Durst’s story also is playing 
out a couple miles (kilome¬ 
ters) away in federal court 


in New Orleans. An affida¬ 
vit filed there accuses Durst 
of breaking a federal law 
prohibiting felons from pos¬ 
sessing firearms. Durst had 
pleaded guilty in Pennsyl¬ 
vania in 2004 to possession 
of a firearm while a fugitive 
and doing so while under 
indictment. His lawyers say 
neither of those crimes fits 
the Louisiana law making it 
illegal to possess firearms af¬ 
ter a felony conviction. 
Prosecutors have asked a 
U.S. magistrate judge to or¬ 
der Durst to be brought to 
federal court for a hearing 
April 14 — and that he re¬ 
main in U.S. custody until the 
federal matter is resolved. 
Defense attorneys and 
prosecutors met with a fed¬ 
eral judge to discuss an¬ 
other federal matter Thurs¬ 
day afternoon: whether 
two FBI agents and a state 
trooper on an FBI task force 
should be held in contempt 
of court for failing to show 
up at a hearing last week 
before the Orleans Parish 
Criminal District Court mag¬ 
istrate. 

Federal prosecutors moved 
that part of the case to 
federal court on Monday; 
Durst’s attorneys have not 
filed their response and 
have said they would not 
comment until they do. 

A self-defense plea won 
acquittal in the death of 
Morris Black, but Durst now 
is charged in Los Angeles 
with murder in the Berman 
case. His lawyers, DeGuerin 
and Billy Gibbens, have said 
repeatedly that Durst just 
wants to go to California to 
deal with that charge.Q 
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Cybercrime fighting group 
takes down Beebone botnet

LONDON (AP) — A new 

group of international cy¬ 
bercrime fighters claimed 
one of its first kills Thursday, 
pulling the plug on mali¬ 
cious servers that hijacked 
at least 12,000 machines, 
most of them in the United 
States. 

The elimination of the Bee- 
bone botnet is an early 
success chalked up by the 
Joint Cybercrime Action 
Taskforce, a coordination 
body created last year by 
the FBI, Britain's National 
Crime Agency, Europol 
and host of other interna¬ 
tional law enforcement 
agencies. 

It’s also an illustration of 
the lengths many hackers 
go to defeat investigators. 
Beebone’s masters de¬ 
ployed shape-shifting soft¬ 
ware that updated itself up 
to 19 times a day. 

“From a techie's perspec¬ 
tive, they made it as diffi¬ 
cult as they possibly could 
for us," said Europol advi¬ 
sor Raj Samani, who spoke 
to The Associated Press on 
Wednesday, only an hour 
after authorities wrested 
the last rogue server from 
the criminals’ control. 
Botnet is the term applied 
to networks of hijacked 


machines which criminals 
or security agencies use to 
spread malicious software, 
empty bank accounts and 
launch attacks. 

Beebone was modest by 
botnet standards, but Sa¬ 
mani — the chief technol¬ 
ogy officer of Intel Secu¬ 
rity’s Europe, Middle East 
and Africa division — said 
it was state-of-the-art. Bee¬ 
bone relied on a pair of 
malicious programs that re- 
downloaded each other, 
an insurance policy should 
one of them be removed. 
Regular tweaks to the soft¬ 
ware’s code made it diffi¬ 
cult for experts to blacklist 
the programs. 

“In terms of size this is obvi¬ 
ously small, but in terms of 
sophistication . we're talk¬ 
ing about an investment by 
the criminals,” he said. 

The move is a big step for 
the Cybercrime Action 
Taskforce, set up in Sep¬ 
tember in a bid to go after 
top-level Internet crime. 

A host of security groups 
— including Intel Secu¬ 
rity, Kaspersky and Shad- 
owserver — provided assis¬ 
tance. 

Europol would not name 
any of the victims of the 
botnet. Europol’s Paul Gil¬ 
len said there had not yet 
been any arrests.Q

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Amsterdam prostitutes protest 
closure of their windows

AMSTERDAM (AP) — Scores 
of prostitutes took to the 
streets of Amsterdam on 
Thursday to protest moves 
to rejuvenate the city’s 
famed Red Light District by 
shuttering windows where 
scantily-clad sex workers 
pose to attract clients. 
About 200 people — pros¬ 
titutes and their supporters 
who wore masks to protect 
their identities — marched 
through the Red Light Dis¬ 
trict carrying red umbrellas 
and banners including one 
that read: “Don’t save us, 
save our windows!” 

The prostitutes took their 
noisy but peaceful protest 
all the way into city hall, 
where they presented a 
petition to Mayor Eberhard 
van der Laan and told him 
that the closures are de¬ 
priving them of safe places 
to work. 

Ruth Morgan-Thomas, rep¬ 
resenting an organization 
called the Global Network 
of Sex Work Projects, said 
the city was going in the 
wrong direction by closing 
the windows. 

“Amsterdam had it right,” 
she said. “They enabled 


women and men and 
transgenders to work safe¬ 
ly. Now they are closing 
windows. 

That makes people more 
vulnerable.” 

Amsterdam municipality is 
involved in a long-term ini¬ 
tiative to reinvigorate the 
historic network of canal- 
side streets and narrow 
alleys in part by reducing 
the number of brothel win¬ 
dows. Some 115 of the 500 
windows have been closed 
in recent years. 


Dozens more had been 
slated for closure, but that 
now appears unlikely to 
happen. 

Van der Laan said the 
women were fighting a 
battle they had already 
won, telling them that the 
municipal council now 
wants to spend less money 
buying back windows and 
will likely reduce the num¬ 
ber considerably. 

That didn’t satisfy the pro¬ 
testers, who said they want¬ 
ed their windows back. □ 


South African university

(AP) — Hundreds of South 
African students cheered 


loudly Thursday as a crane 
lifted the decades-old 
statue of a British colonial¬ 
ist — celebrating the end 
of what they described as 
a symbol of white privilege. 


The University of Cape 
Town removed the statue 
of Cecil John Rhodes after 
weeks of student demon¬ 
strations that began when 
one student flung excre¬ 
ment at the bronze sculp¬ 
ture last month. After it 
was gone, several students 
climbed onto the statue’s 
base singing anti-apart¬ 
heid anthems, while oth¬ 
ers carried posters reading 
“More than a statue.” 

The protesters, known 
as the Rhodes Must Fall 
Movement, said the stat¬ 
ue's perch overlooking the 
university campus was a 
reminder of how little the 
university had changed 
since the end of apart¬ 
heid, with the majority of 
faculty made up of white 
academics. □

Number of slaves 
found on Indonesian 
island at almost 550

JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) 

— The number of enslaved 
fisherman found on a re¬ 
mote Indonesian island 
has now reached nearly 
550, after a fact-finding 
team returned for a single 
day to make sure no one 
had been left behind in a 
dramatic rescue nearly a 
week ago. 

Many of the 210 found 
Thursday were Burmese 
and wanted to leave, but 
there were a few holdouts, 
men who claimed they 
were owed years of back 
pay from their bosses, said 
Steve Hamilton, deputy 
chief of mission at the Inter¬ 
national Organization for 
Migration in Jakarta. 

An in-depth investigation 
by The Associated Press 
published last month led 
to the discovery of mas¬ 
sive rights abuses in the is¬ 
land village of Benjina and 
surrounding waters. Many 
of the men said they were 
tricked or even kidnapped 
before being put on boats 
in Thailand and taken to In¬ 
donesia. They were forced 
to work almost non-stop 


under horrendous condi¬ 
tions, some brutally beaten 
by their Thai captains when 
they were sick or caught 
resting. 

Last week, authorities res¬ 
cued 330 migrants from 
Benjina, bringing them to 
the island of Tual, where 
they are now being shel¬ 
tered by the Indonesian 
government. Those found 
Thursday remain in Benjina. 
It’s unclear who will pay for 
the mass repatriation. 
Myanmar opposition lead¬ 
er Aung San Suu Kyi told 
reporters Thursday in her 
country's capital, Naypy- 
itaw, it was up to govern¬ 
ments “to protect the rights 
of the citizens and to bring 
them back out of bond¬ 
age.” 

“That is the most obvious 
and very simple solution 
and unavoidable duty of 
any responsible govern¬ 
ment," she told reporters. 
While most fisherman found 
in Benjina were Burmese, 
there also were scores of 
Cambodians. The toll of 
550 did not include men — 
many of whom also were

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Poll: Cubans expect U.S. detente to improve economic lives

HAVANA (AP) — Cubans 
overwhelmingly expect 
detente with the United 
States to alter their widely 
disliked economic system, 
according to a rare poll of 
1,200 people across the is¬ 
land. 

The poll released Wednes¬ 
day found less optimism 
about Cuba’s political 
future, with 54 percent 
saying the single-party 
government would not 
change as a result of clos¬ 
er ties. The poll found that 
53 percent of Cubans are 
dissatisfied with the politi¬ 
cal system and 52 percent 
want more than one politi¬ 
cal party. 

The poll also found that 
97 percent of those inter¬ 
viewed thought normaliza¬ 
tion with the U.S. was good 
for Cuba and that while 55 
percent want to emigrate 
from Cuba, 73 percent 
feel optimistic about the 
future. 

Seventy-nine percent of 
those polled over 10 days 
last month by the Miami- 
based polling firm Ben- 
dixen & Amandi on behalf 
of The Washington Post 
and Univision Noticias/Fu- 
sion said they were not 
satisfied with Cuba’s cen¬ 
trally planned economy. 
But 64 percent said they 
expected that system to 
change because of the 
decision late last year to 
re-establish diplomatic 
ties between the countries 
and move toward nor¬ 
malization. The poll, which 
Bendixen & Amandi call 
the most comprehensive 
measure of Cuban public 
opinion in decades, did 
not break down the ways 
in which respondents ex¬ 
pected it to change. 

The results show the limits 
of a Cuban effort to low¬ 
er expectations of better 
lives because of the Dec. 


17 announcement by 
presidents Barack Obama 
and Raul Castro. Most 
Cubans were elated by 
the announcement and 
Obama's loosening of re¬ 
strictions on trade. Many 
said it removed their gov¬ 
ernment's ability to blame 
a stagnant economy and 
widespread shortages of 
basic goods on a half- 
century of U.S. isolation. 
The government swiftly 
filled official media with 
repeated reminders that 
a U.S. trade embargo re¬ 
mains in place. Castro and 
lower-ranking officials also 
warned the U.S. not to ex¬ 
pect any changes in Cu¬ 
ba's single-party system. 
Eighty percent of Cubans 
surveyed in the new poll 
had positive opinions of 
Obama, while 47 percent 
had positive opinions of 
Raul Castro. Regional polls 
show a similar pattern, with 
Obama more popular 
than local leaders in many 
Latin countries. 

The Cuban government 
did not immediately re¬ 
spond to a request for 
comment. Cuban media 
do not conduct polls using 
internationally accepted 
standards and unauthor¬ 
ized polling by foreign 
press or non-governmen¬ 
tal organizations is illegal 
and extremely unusual. 
Bendixen & Amandi vet¬ 
ted and trained locally 
hired poll-takers and sent 
them door-to-door in 13 
of Cuba's 15 provinces, 
checking their data after 
it was collected to make 
sure it was accurate and 
representative, managing 
director Fernand Amandi 
said Wednesday. The poll 
had a margin of error of 
2.8 percentage points. 
While 75 percent of re¬ 
spondents told polltakers 
that they felt that they had 
to be careful about what 
they said in their daily lives.

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Yemen rebels capture city, Iran condemns Saudi air campaign

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — Shi¬ 
ite rebels and allied troops 
overran the capital of an 
oil-rich Yemeni province 
in a heavily Sunni area 
on Thursday, making sig¬ 
nificant territorial gains de¬ 
spite Saudi-led airstrikes, 
now entering their third 
week. 

Iran, which is trying to 
garner international sup¬ 
port to stop the bombing, 
stepped up its condem¬ 
nation, with the supreme 
leader calling the air cam¬ 
paign "genocide.” 

The rebel fighters, known 
as Houthis, along with 
military units loyal to for¬ 
mer autocrat Ali Abdullah 
Saleh, overran Ataq, the 
capital of oil-rich Shabwa 
province, after days of air- 
strikes and clashes with lo¬ 
cal Sunni tribes. 

The Saudi-led coalition has 
imposed an air and sea 
blockade on Yemen and 
targeted the rebels and 
their allies to try to create 
a safe corridor that would 
allow the return of Ye¬ 
men’s internationally rec¬ 
ognized president. Abed 
Rabbo Mansour Hadi, 
who fled the country last 
month. 

The conflict pits the Saudi- 
led Sunni Gulf Arab co¬ 
alition against Shiite rival 
Iran, which supports the 
Houthis and has provided 
humanitarian aid, though 
both Iran and the rebels 
deny it has armed them. 
The growing regional in¬ 
volvement risks transform¬ 
ing what until now has 
been a complex power 
struggle into a full-blown 
sectarian conflict like 
those raging in Syria and 
Iraq. 

On Thursday, Iran’s su¬ 
preme leader. Ayatollah 
Ali Khamenei, compared 
the Saudi-led strikes to 
Israel’s bombing in the 
Gaza Strip. "This is a crime, 
genocide and legally pur- 
suable," he said, accord¬ 
ing to his website. “It is 
necessary for the Saudis to 
withdraw from disastrous 
crimes. ... Yemenis will re¬ 
sist and will win.” 

He also lashed out at what 
he called "a few inexperi¬ 


enced young men" con¬ 
trolling affairs in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia — a veiled reference 
to the Saudi king's son. De¬ 
fense Minister Mohammed 
bin Salman, who is leading 
the air campaign. "They 
prefer barbaric behavior 
over dignity,” Khamenei 
said. 

In a speech in Tehran, 
Iranian President Hassan 
Rouhani urged a cease¬ 
fire in Yemen to allow for 
broad-based talks on re¬ 
solving the crisis. 

“To the countries in the re¬ 


increasingly expansionist 
Iran they accuse of exert¬ 
ing influence in a growing 
number of Arab countries, 
including Yemen. Iran de¬ 
nies it is meddling, and ac¬ 
cuses the Sunni Gulf coun¬ 
tries of inciting sectarian¬ 
ism in the region. 

Speaking on PBS News 
Hour late Wednesday, U.S. 
Secretary of State John 
Kerry said Washington has 
information that Iran is pro¬ 
viding military assistance 
to the rebels. 

“There are a number of 


Houthis and Saleh loyal¬

Toler said she wasn’t sure 
when the two-time MVP 
would return but she ex¬ 
pects Parker back this sea¬ 
son. 

“She intends on playing,” 
Toler said. “At what point 
we don't know. She has 
been playing year round 
and needed a break.” 
Phoenix Mercury star Diana 
Taurasi said in February she 
would miss the entire 2015 
WNBA season after ac¬ 
cepting an offer from her 
Russian club to rest. Parker 
is on the same team as 
Taurasi, but isn't getting 
paid by UMMC Ekaterin¬ 
burg to sit out. 

“Candace told me this is 
not a financial decision,” 
Toler said. “She told me 
she’s not getting paid at all 
(by her Russian club). She 
feels she would like to play 
100 percent healthy and 
be the best she could be 
to have an opportunity to 
win a championship.” 
Parker, who turns 29 next 


week, has spent her en¬ 
tire career with the Sparks 
since she was drafted with 
the No. 1 pick in 2008. She 
missed the first eight games 
of the 2009 season after 
giving birth. 

“I totally understand her 
desire to rest. Clearly 
she and the Sparks have 
reached that agreement,” 
WNBA President Laurel 
Richie said. “When she is 
ready she will come back 
and we look forward to 
her returning with her great 
ability and energy to the 
Sparks and to the league.” 
Her Russian team is playing 
in the Final Four of the Eu¬ 
roleague this weekend in 
Prague. 

New Sparks coach Brian 
Agler has been down this 
road before. At Seattle, 
he was without star Lauren 
Jackson for long stretches 
because of injury or over¬ 
seas commitments. 

“Any time that you are 
missing a talented individ¬ 
ual you have to make ad¬ 
justments,” Agler said. “But 
I’ve always tried to look at 
the situations as opportu¬ 


nities. That’s the way I like 
to approach these. It's an 
opportunity for Nneka (Og- 
wumike) and Alana Beard 
to put their stamp on our 
team.” 

Parker averaged 19.4 
points and 7.1 rebounds 
last season for the Sparks, 
who lost to the Mercury in 
the opening round of the 
playoffs. She was designat¬ 
ed as a core player by the 
team, but hasn't signed 
her contract yet. So Park¬ 
er’s salary doesn't count 
against the team's salary 
cap yet, which allowed 
the Sparks to sign Jennifer 
Lacy this month. 

It also means the team and 
league can't fine Parker for 
missing time. The new la¬ 
bor agreement, which was 
signed last year, grants the 
league and teams more 
power to fine players for 
missing time for overseas 
commitments. 

“We have the rights to 
her and she can't negoti¬ 
ate with anybody else but 
us,” Toler said. “When she’s 
ready to come back we'll

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Spieth has best opening round at Masters in 19 years

AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) — Jor¬ 
dan Spieth pulled off the 
unthinkable Thursday. With 
the best opening round in 
19 years, he managed to 
make the Masters about 
a lot more than the Grand 
Slam bid of Rory Mcllroy 
and the curious return of 
Tiger Woods. 

Spieth was must-see TV 
with his 8-under 64 on a 
steamy afternoon at Au¬ 
gusta National. 

“It's one of the better 
rounds I’ve ever played,” 
he said. 

That wasn’t the case for 
Mcllroy, though his round 
wasn’t awful. The world’s 
No. 1 player saved par 
four times on the front nine 
and scratched out a 71. 
Woods had three birdies in 
his round of 73, and while it 
was the first time since 2007 
that he shot over par in the 
first round of the Masters, it 
was looked upon as prog¬ 
ress. Plus, his short game 
looked like it was close to 
being back to normal. 

But the day belonged to 
Spieth, a 21-year-old Texan 
who at least got into the 
Masters record book as the 
youngest to lead after the 
first round. 

An even more signifi¬ 
cant record was within his 
reach, and he didn’t even 
know it. 

Spieth ran off six birdies in 
a seven-hole stretch to 
reach 8 under through 14 
holes, and the last of those 
birdies summed up a day 
when hardly anything went 
wrong. He hit a 7-iron out of 
the pines and began bark¬ 
ing instructions to the golf 
ball as he often does. He 


didn't realize it smacked 
right into the pin and set¬ 
tled a few feet away until 
he heard the reaction from 
delirious fans around the 
green that suspected they 
were watching something 
special. 

Almost. 

Spieth hit hybrid over the 
green on the par-5 15th, 
chipped cautiously up the 


course record was here, let 
alone that it actually would 
have been the lowest 
round in major champion¬ 
ship history. So that’s a little 
frustrating," Spieth said be¬ 
fore he paused with a wry 
smile. “But I’m certainly OK 
with the day.” 

It wasn’t that big of a sur¬ 
prise. 

Spieth shared the 54-hole 


days ago. The biggest 
challenge he faced was to 
keep his expectations from 
growing taller than a Geor¬ 
gia pine, and to make sure 
he was plenty rested. 
Whatever the formula, it 
worked. 

“What a player,” Els said 
after a 67, his best score 
at the Masters since the

slope and three-putted 
from the fringe for a bogey.

63 in 1996. It gave Spieth a 
three-shot lead over Ernie 
Els, Jason Day, Justin Rose 
and Charley Hoffman. 
Spieth was thinking about 
62. He had never shot 
10-under par as a pro. 

“I wasn't aware what the 


lead last year at Augusta 
with Bubba Watson until 
a four-shot swing over the 
last two holes of the front 
nine as Watson pulled 
away. Plus, he might have 
been the hottest player 
coming into this Masters. 

He won at Innisbrook in 
a three-man playoff. He 
was runner-up at the Tex¬ 
as Open. And he lost in a 
three-man playoff at the 
Houston Open just four 


him with a birdie on the 
last hole in 2004. “You just 
cannot see this kid not 
win many, many majors. I 
think he is by far the most 
balanced kid I’ve seen. 
Jordan, he’s got that little 
tenacity to him and he’s 
really got a fighting spirit, 
and he's the nicest kid in 
the world.... He's a special 
kid." Els played the par 5s 
in 5 under and briefly had 
the lead until Spieth went 


on his birdie spree. Hoff¬ 
man finished with an eagle 
and two birdies over his last 
four holes. 

Day looked to be the most 
dangerous. Twice a con¬ 
tender at Augusta in the 
last four years, he made 
five straight birdies on the 
back nine until he lost mo¬ 
mentum with a bogey from 
the bunker on the 17th. Still, 
three shots behind after 
one round wasn’t a bad 
place to me. 

Mcllroy has more work. 
Coming off successive ma¬ 
jor victories to close out 
last year, Mcllroy needs 
only a green jacket to be¬ 
come the sixth player with 
the career Grand Slam. He 
has never started a Mas¬ 
ters with this much historic 
significance in play, or this 
much attention. And he 
smashed this opening drive 
right down the middle. 

The rest of his game was a 
bit off. He hooked a drive 
into the hazard on the 
par-5 second and had 
to scramble for par. He 
stubbed a chip short of 
the green on the 350-yard 
third hole and had to fight 
for another par. Mcllroy 
picked up two birdies on 
the par 5s on the back nine 
to salvage his start. 

“It could have been a 
round that got away from 
me,” Mcllroy said. “I just 
stayed patient, realizing 
that it's a 72-hole tourna¬ 
ment. It was good to get 
into red numbers.” 

That wasn't that hard to 
achieve on a day of soft 
conditions that made even 
the tough pin positions a 
little more accessible. Thirty 
players in the 97-man field 
broke par.Q

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Samsung hopes to reverse dimming fortunes with Galaxy S6

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 

When Samsung dubbed 
development of its lat¬ 
est smartphones “Project 
Zero,” it was sounding a 
note of desperation as 
sales tumbled and it lost 
pole position in the crucial 
Chinese market to rivals 
Xiaomi and Apple. 

The results of its overhaul, 
the flagship Galaxy S6 
smartphone and the S6 
Edge, go on sale in 20 
countries on Friday. Sam¬ 
sung, which said “Project 
Zero” signified starting 
from scratch, is hoping a 
revamped design, a more 
intuitive interface and less 
clutter will help claw back 
lost market share. 

They are Samsung's first 
flagship products to hit 
shelves since its mobile 
business suffered a 40 per¬ 
cent slump in earnings last 
year. It retained its posi¬ 
tion as the world’s top 
selling smartphone maker 
last year, but was the only 
top-five smartphone mak¬ 
er to sell fewer phones. In 
the final quarter of 2014 it 
slipped marginally behind 
Apple in sales, according 
to Gartner, a market re¬ 
search firm. 

Consumers and media 
were head over heels over 
Apple's new iPhones with 
bigger screens, while the 
plastic foundation of Sam¬ 
sung’s Galaxy models was 
increasingly derided as 
looking cheap. In China, 
Samsung was unprepared 
for the sudden popularity 
of cheaper smartphones 
made by local manufac¬ 
turer Xiaomi. 

As part of its rethink, Sam¬ 
sung replaced execu¬ 
tives in its mobile team 
while keeping the CEO 
and streamlined its various 
moving parts. So far the 
changes seem to be pay¬ 
ing off. 


Pre-launch reviews praised 
Samsung’s decision to 
ditch a plastic body and 
replace it with glass and 
metal for the new phones. 
The company also seemed 
to finally heed persistent 
complaints that its phones 
are too complicated and 
it trimmed the dauntingly 
long list of apps that clut¬ 
tered screens. 

The Galaxy S6 is expected 
to set a sales record for the 
Galaxy series of phones, 
Lee Sang-chul, head of 
mobile marketing at Sam¬ 
sung, told reporters. Meet¬ 
ing demand for the Galaxy 
S6 Edge, which features 
a screen that curves half¬ 
way down the sides, will be 
difficult because of a lim¬ 
ited supply of the curved 
screens, CEO Shin Jong- 
kyun said. 

Analysts said the Galaxy S6 
and the S6 Edge will help 
Samsung regain some of 
its lost ground in China, the 
world’s largest smartphone 
market, but probably 
won’t propel it back to No. 
1 nor outshine Apple in the 
high-end market. 

Xiaohan Tay, a senior mar¬ 
ket analyst at market re¬ 
search firm IDC, said the 
cachet of the iPhone is its 
key selling point over Sam¬ 
sung in China. 

“Apple is seen as a pre¬ 
mium and luxury brand 
by Chinese consumers, 
and they are willing to pay 
a premium price for the 
iPhone,” Tay said. “There 
are even some less-well- 
to-do consumers who will 
save up and spend a few 
months of their salary just 
on an iPhone.” 

“Samsung does not have 
that brand image in the 
eyes of Chinese consumers 
yet,” she said. 

But Samsung appears con¬ 
fident that consumers will 
splurge. 

In South Korea, the prices 
for the Galaxy S6 and the 


S6 Edge begin at $791 
and $900, more expensive 
than their predecessors re¬ 
leased in 2014. It plans to 
announce prices for Chi¬ 


na next week, when the 
phone will be launched 
there on April 17 but they 
are not expected to be 
much different. 


Peter Yu, managing direc¬ 
tor at BNP Paribas Securi¬ 
ties Korea Co., said price 
probably won't be a sig¬ 
nificant barrier in China. 
Mobile carriers will likely 
give generous subsidies to 
buyers of the S6 because 
there are few rival phone 
launches during Spring. 

Yu thinks a fair number of 
people will switch to Sam¬ 
sung's new phones, both 
from other Android phones 
and Apple’s iPhones. 

“In China, I don’t think 
Apple’s ecosystem is as 
strong as in the U.S.," he 
said. “They are customers 
less bound by Apple’s eco¬ 
system.” Samsung was the 
largest smartphone seller in 
China when competition 
from local manufacturers 
was limited. That changed 
last year as Lenovo, Hua- 
wei and Xiaomi released 
cheaper alternatives to 
high-end phones while 
Apple gained share in the 
premium market. 

Market research firm 
Canalys said Apple be¬ 
came the No. 1 smart¬ 
phone maker in China in 
the fourth quarter followed 
by Xiaomi, putting Sam¬ 
sung at third.Q 


YouTube to give viewers ad- 
free option for monthly fee 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — You¬ 
Tube will soon give view¬ 
ers the option of paying a 
monthly fee to skip ads. 
On Wednesday, the on¬ 
line video service sent a 
letter to its most-popular 
content creators asking 
them to sign off on new 
contract terms to allow for 
the change. 

It's not clear when the op¬ 
tion will be offered or how 
much the fee will be. 

A YouTube spokeswoman 


declined to confirm spe¬ 
cifics but said in a state¬ 
ment, “giving fans more 
choice to enjoy the con¬ 
tent they love and cre¬ 
ators more opportunity to 
earn revenue are always 
amongst our top priori¬ 
ties.” " 

The streaming video ser¬ 
vice owned by Google 
Inc. first offered pay chan¬ 
nels in May 2013 and also 
launched a paid subscrip¬ 
tion, ad-free music service 


called Music Key to select 
participants in November. 
The moves are all part of a 
strategy to diversify its rev¬ 
enues, although advertis¬ 
ing remains its core. At a 
media conference in Oc¬ 
tober, YouTube CEO Su¬ 
san Wojcicki said ad-free 
subscriptions represent an 
“interesting model” and 
that the service was ex¬ 
ploring how to give its us¬

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Elder care costs keep climbing; nursing home bill now $91K

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

steep cost of caring for 
the elderly continues to 
climb. The median bill for 
a private room in a nurs¬ 
ing home is now $91,250 a 
year, according to an in¬ 
dustry survey out Thursday. 
The annual “Cost of Care” 
report from Genworth Fi¬ 
nancial tracks the stag¬ 
gering rise in expenses for 
long-term care, a growing 
financial burden for fami¬ 
lies, governments and in¬ 
surers like Genworth. The 
cost of staying in a nursing 
home has increased 4 per¬ 
cent every year over the 
last five years, the report 
says. Last year, the median 
bill was $87,600. 

“Most people don’t real¬ 
ize how expensive this care 
can be until a parent or 
family member needs it,” 
said Joe Caldwell, direc¬ 
tor of long-term services 
at the National Council on 
Aging. “And then it’s a real 
shock.” 

The annual report from 
Genworth, which sells poli¬ 
cies to cover long-term 
care, looks at costs for a 
variety of services, includ¬ 
ing adult daycare, and 
home health aides. And 
nursing home bills are ris¬ 
ing at the fastest pace, 
twice the rate of U.S. infla¬ 
tion over the last five years. 


One year in a nursing home 
now costs nearly as much 
as three years of tuition at 
a private college. 

For its report, Genworth 
surveyed 15,000 nursing 
homes, assisted living fa¬ 
cilities and other providers 
across the country in Janu¬ 
ary and February. It found 
wide differences from state 
to state. In Oklahoma, 
for instance, the median 
cost for a year in a nursing 
home came out to $60,225. 
In Connecticut, it was 


$158,775. Alaska had the 
highest costs by far, with 
one year at $281,415. 

So, who pays the nursing- 
home bill? “A lot of peo¬ 
ple believe Medicare will 
step in and cover them, 
but that’s just not true,” 
said Bruce Chernoff, presi¬ 
dent and CEO of The Scan 
Foundation, a charitable 
organization. Medicare will 
cover some short visits for 
recovery after a surgery, for 
instance, but not long-term 
stays. 


Often enough, experts 
say senior citizens wind up 
spending their savings un¬ 
til they hit their last $2,000, 
and at that point they can 
turn to Medicaid, the gov¬ 
ernment’s health insurance 
for the poor, to help cover 
the bill. As a result, Med¬ 
icaid pays for more than 
half of the country’s long¬ 
term care bill. That cost 
accounts for more than a 
quarter of Medicaid spend¬ 
ing, according to the Kaiser 
Family Foundation. 


Genworth and other insur¬ 
ers offer long-term care 
policies to help people 
shoulder the financial bur¬ 
den. But people have to be 
healthy enough to qualify 
for coverage. Those who 
take out policies find their 
insurance bill rises steadily 
as they age. 

Caldwell described Gen¬ 
worth’s survey as essential¬ 
ly a marketing pitch. “Of 
course they want people 
to see how much it costs 
to sell long-term care in¬ 
surance,” he said. “What 
they're not telling you is 
that the long-term care 
coverage is becoming 
more and more unafford¬ 
able for middle-class fami¬ 
lies.” 

Mounting costs have also 
pushed many insurance 
companies out of the busi¬ 
ness. Four of the five larg¬ 
est providers have either 
scaled back their business 
or stopped offering new 
policies. The largest pro¬ 
vider, Genworth, has strug¬ 
gled under the weight of 
old policies. 

Less-intensive care remains 
much cheaper than stay¬ 
ing at a nursing home, 
according to Genworth's 
survey. One year in in an 
assisted-living facility runs 
$43,200. A year of visits from 
an agency's home health 
aides runs $45,760.0

rise but still at low level

WASHINGTON (AP) — More 
Americans sought unem¬ 
ployment benefits last 
week, but applications for 
jobless aid overall remain 
low — a reassuring sign af¬ 
ter hiring slowed last month. 
Weekly applications rose 
14,000 to a seasonally ad¬ 
justed 281,000, the Labor 
Department said Thursday. 
The climb occurred after 
applications plummeted to 
match a 15-year low in the 
previous week. 

Even with the increase, oth¬ 
er data in the report dem¬ 
onstrated that few people 
are seeking benefits. Since 


applications are a proxy 
for layoffs, that suggests 
companies are confident 
enough in the economy 
to keep their staffs and are 
cutting few jobs. 

The four-week average of 
applications, a less vola¬ 
tile measure, fell 3,000 to 
282,250. 

That is the lowest level for 
the average since June 
2000. 

And the number of people 
receiving benefits fell to 2.3 
million, the fewest in more 
than 14 years. That partly 
reflects the drop in layoffs 
and improving job market. 
But it also declined be¬ 
cause the federal govern¬ 


ment's extended benefits 
program, which added 
more weeks of jobless aid 
to the 26 weeks provided 
by most states, expired at 
the beginning of 2014. 

As a result, fewer people 
are receiving aid because 
they have used up all the 
weeks available to them. 
The figures offered some 
hope that last month’s slug¬ 
gish hiring could be tempo¬ 
rary. 

The government said 
last week that employers 
added just 126,000 jobs 
in March, the fewest in 15 
months and snapping a 
yearlong streak of monthly 
gains above 200,000. Q 
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Same-Sex Sinners?

The drama in Indiana last week 
and the larger debate over so- 
called religious freedom laws in 
other states portray homosexu¬ 
ality and devout Christianity as 
forces in fierce collision. 

They’re not - at least not in sev¬ 
eral prominent denominations, 
which have come to a new un¬ 
derstanding of what the Bible 
does and doesn’t decree, of 
what people can and cannot 
divine in regard to God’s will. 
And homosexuality and Christi¬ 
anity don’t have to be in con¬ 
flict in any church anywhere. 
That many Christians regard 
them as incompatible is un¬ 
derstandable, an example not 
so much of hatred’s pull as of 
tradition’s sway. Beliefs ossi¬ 
fied over centuries aren’t easily 
shaken. 

But in the end, the continued 
view of gays, lesbians and bi¬ 
sexuals as sinners is a decision. 
It’s a choice. It prioritizes scat¬ 
tered passages of ancient texts 
over all that has been learned 
since - as if time had stood still, 
as if the advances of science 
and knowledge meant noth¬ 
ing. 

It disregards the degree to 
which all writings reflect the bi¬ 
ases and blind spots of their au¬ 
thors, cultures and eras. 

It ignores the extent to which 
interpretation is subjective, de¬ 
batable. 

And it elevates unthinking obei¬ 
sance above intelligent obser¬ 
vance, above the evidence in 
front of you, because to look 
honestly at gay, lesbian and 
bisexual people is to see that 
we’re the same magnificent 
riddles as everyone else: no 
more or less flawed, no more or 
less dignified. 

Most parents of gay children re¬ 
alize this. So do most children of 
gay parents. It’s a truth less am¬ 
biguous than any Scripture, less 
complicated than any creed. 
So our debate about religious 
freedom should include a con¬ 
versation about freeing reli¬ 
gions and religious people from 
prejudices that they needn’t 
cling to and can indeed jetti¬ 
son, much as they’ve jettisoned 
other aspects of their faith’s his¬ 
tory, rightly bowing to the en¬ 
lightenments of modernity. 
“Human understanding of what 
is sinful has changed overtime,’’ 
said David Gushee, an evan¬ 
gelical Christian who teaches 
Christian ethics at Mercer Uni¬ 


versity. He openly challenges 
his faith’s censure of same-sex 
relationships, to which he no 
longer subscribes. 

For a very long time, he noted, 
“Many Christians thought slav¬ 
ery wasn’t sinful, until we finally 
concluded that it was. People 
thought contraception was 
sinful when it began to be de¬ 
veloped, and now very few 
Protestants and not that many 
Catholics would say that.’’ They 
hold an evolved sense of right 
and wrong, even though, he 
added, “You could find scrip¬ 
tural support for the idea that 
all sex should be procreative.” 
Christians have also moved 
far beyond Scripture when it 
comes to gender roles. 

“In the United States, we have 
abandoned the idea that 
women are second-class, in¬ 
ferior and subordinate to men, 
but the Bible clearly teaches 
that,” said Jimmy Creech, a 
former United Methodist pastor 
who was removed from minis¬ 
try in the church after he per¬ 
formed a same-sex marriage 
ceremony in 1999. “We have 
said: That’s a part of the culture 
and history of the Bible. That is 
not appropriate for us today.” 
And we could say the same 
about the idea that men and 
women in loving same-sex re¬ 
lationships are doing some¬ 
thing wrong. In fact the United 
Church of Christ, the Episco¬ 
pal Church and the Presbyte¬ 
rian Church (U.S.A.) have said 
that. So have most American 
Catholics, in defiance of their 
church’s teaching. 

And it’s a vital message be¬ 
cause of something that In¬ 
diana demonstrated anew: 
Religion is going to be the final 
holdout and most stubborn ref¬ 
uge for homophobia. It will give 
license to discrimination. It will 
cause gay and lesbian teen¬ 
agers in fundamentalist house¬ 
holds to agonize needlessly: 
Am I broken? Am I damned? 
“Conservative Christian religion 
is the last bulwark against full 
acceptance of LGBT people,” 
Gushee said. Polls back him 
up. A majority of Americans 
support marriage equality, in¬ 
cluding a majority of Catho¬ 
lics and most Jews. But a 2014 
survey by the Public Religion 
Research Institute showed that 
while 62 percent of white main¬ 
line Protestants favor same-sex 
marriages, only 38 percent of 
black Protestants, 35 percent 
of Hispanic Protestants and 28 
percent of white evangelical 
Protestants do. And as I’ve writ¬ 
ten before, these evangelical 
Protestants wield considerable 
power in the Republican pri¬ 
maries, thus speaking in a loud 
voice on the political stage. It’s 
no accident that none of the 
most prominent Republicans 
believed to be contending for 
the presidency favor same- 
sex marriage and that none of 
them joined the broad chorus 
of outrage over Indiana’s dis¬ 
criminatory religious freedom 
law. They had the Iowa cau¬ 
cuses and the South Carolina 
primary to worry about.□ 



The Obama Doctrine and Iran

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What Is the ‘Obama Doctrine’? 
In September 1996, I visited 
Iran. One of my most enduring 
memories of that trip was that 
in my hotel lobby there was a 
sign above the door proclaim¬ 
ing “Down With USA.” But it 
wasn’t a banner or graffiti. It 
was tiled and plastered into the 
wall. I thought to myself: “Wow 
- that’s tiled in there! That won’t 
come out easily.” 

Nearly 20 years later, in the 
wake of a draft deal between 
the Obama administration and 
Iran, we have what may be 
the best chance to begin to 
pry that sign loose, to ease the 
U.S.-lran cold-hot war that has 
roiled the region for 36 years. 
But it is a chance fraught with 
real risks to America, Israel and 
our Sunni Arab allies: that Iran 
could eventually become a 
nuclear-armed state. 

President Barack Obama invit¬ 
ed me to the Oval Office Sat¬ 
urday afternoon to lay out ex¬ 
actly how he was trying to bal¬ 
ance these risks and opportu¬ 
nities in the framework accord 
reached with Iran last week 
in Switzerland. What struck 
me most was what I’d call an 
“Obama doctrine” embedded 
in the president’s remarks. It 
emerged when I asked if there 
was a common denominator 
to his decisions to break free 
from longstanding U.S. policies 
isolating Myanmar, Cuba and 


now Iran. 

Obama said his view was that 
“engagement,” combined with 
meeting core strategic needs, 
could serve U.S. interests vis- 
a-vis these three countries far 
better than endless sanctions 
and isolation. He added that 
America, with its overwhelm¬ 
ing power, needs to have the 
self-confidence to take some 
calculated risks to open impor¬ 
tant new possibilities - like try¬ 
ing to forge a diplomatic deal 
with Iran that, while permitting 
it to keep some of its nuclear 
infrastructure, forestalls its ability 
to build a nuclear bomb for at 
least a decade, if not longer. 
“We are powerful enough to 
be able to test these proposi¬ 
tions without putting ourselves 
at risk. And that’s the thing ... 
people don’t seem to under¬ 
stand,” the president said. “You 
take a country like Cuba. For 
us to test the possibility that 
engagement leads to a better 
outcome for the Cuban peo¬ 
ple, there aren’t that many risks 
for us. It’s a tiny little country. 
It’s not one that threatens our 
core security interests, and so 
(there’s no reason not) to test 
the proposition. And if it turns 
out that it doesn’t lead to bet¬ 
ter outcomes, we can adjust 
our policies. The same is true 
with respect to Iran, a larger 
country, a dangerous country, 
one that has engaged in activi¬ 
ties that resulted in the death of 
U.S. citizens, but the truth of the 
matter is: Iran’s defense budget 
is $30 billion. Our defense bud¬ 
get is closer to $600 billion. Iran 
understands that they cannot 
fight us. ... You asked about an 
Obama doctrine. The doctrine 
is: We will engage, but we pre¬ 
serve all our capabilities.” 

The notion that Iran is unde- 
terrable - “it’s simply not the 
case,” he added. “And so for 
us to say, ‘Let’s try’ - under¬ 
standing that we’re preserving 
all our options, that we’re not 
naive - but if in fact we can 
resolve these issues diplomati¬ 
cally, we are more likely to be 


safe, more likely to be secure, 
in a better position to protect 
our allies, and who knows? 
Iran may change. If it doesn’t, 
our deterrence capabilities, 
our military superiority stays in 
place. ... We’re not relinquish¬ 
ing our capacity to defend our¬ 
selves or our allies. In that situa¬ 
tion, why wouldn’t we test it?” 
Obviously, Israel is in a differ¬ 
ent situation, he added. “Now, 
what you might hear from 
Prime Minister (Benjamin) Ne¬ 
tanyahu, which I respect, is 
the notion, ‘Look, Israel is more 
vulnerable. We don’t have the 
luxury of testing these proposi¬ 
tions the way you do,’ and I 
completely understand that. 
And further, I completely un¬ 
derstand Israel’s belief that 
given the tragic history of the 
Jewish people, they can’t be 
dependent solely on us for their 
own security. But what I would 
say to them is that not only am 
I absolutely committed to mak¬ 
ing sure that they maintain their 
qualitative military edge, and 
that they can deter any po¬ 
tential future attacks, but what 
I’m willing to do is to make the 
kinds of commitments that 
would give everybody in the 
neighborhood, including Iran, 
a clarity that if Israel were to be 
attacked by any state, that we 
would stand by them. And that, 

I think, should be ... sufficient to 
take advantage of this once- 
in-a-lifetime opportunity to see 
whether or not we can at least 
take the been as vigorous as 
any in maintaining Israel’s stra¬ 
tegic edge. 

With huge amounts of conser¬ 
vative campaign money now 
flowing to candidates espous¬ 
ing pro-Israel views, which par¬ 
ty is more supportive of Israel is 
becoming a wedge issue, an 
arms race, with Republican 
candidates competing over 
who can be the most unreserv¬ 
edly supportive of Israel in any 
disagreement with the United 
States, and ordinary, pro-Israel 
Democrats increasingly feeling 
sidelined.^

San Francisco had the 
most, with 37. The others 
were in Philadelphia, Los 
Angeles, Las Vegas, San 
Jose, Miami and Tampa, 
Florida. 

— Few airports revealed 
how long it took to ap¬ 
prehend suspects, say¬ 
ing this detail could 
show security vulner¬ 
abilities. Available infor¬ 
mation showed most 
arrests happened within 
10 minutes. Several peo¬ 
ple went undetected 
for hours or never were 
caught. 

At a news conference 
called Thursday in re¬ 
sponse to AP's findings, 
the San Francisco airport 
spokesman said his facil¬ 
ity had the most breach¬ 
es because it disclosed 
everything, whether the 
breach was intentional 
or accidental. Spokes¬ 
man Doug Yakel said 
the airport has beefed 
up security and that 
while its airfield is safe, 
“The goal is always zero” 
breaches. 

Officials insist that no 
technology solution is 
foolproof. Outfit cam¬ 
eras with software de¬ 
signed to help identify 
intruders, and there may 
not be enough staff to 
monitor images. Airports 
have to weigh the po¬ 
tential threat of harm 
against the hefty cost of 
building elaborate de¬ 
fenses, experts said. 

“It’s one of those issues 
that I think until some¬ 
thing really bad hap¬ 
pens, not much is going 
to change,” Price said.Q

DENVER (AP) - Scientists 
are working to pinpoint the 
source of a giant mass of 
methane hanging over the 
southwestern U.S., which 
a study found to be the 
country's largest concen¬ 
tration of the greenhouse 
gas. 

The report that revealed 
the methane hot spot over 
the Four Corners region 
- where Colorado, New 
Mexico, Utah and Arizona 
meet - was released last 
year. Now, scientists from 
the University of Colorado, 
the University of Michigan, 
the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion and NASA are con¬ 
ducting a monthlong study 
to figure out exactly where 
it came from. 

The answer could help re¬ 
duce methane emissions 
that contribute to global 
warming. Here are some 
key things to know: 

HOT SPOT 

Last year's study by NASA 
and the University of Michi¬ 
gan was based on images 
from a European satellite 
captured between 2003 
and 2009. They showed the 
methane hot spot as a red 
blip over the area, which is 
about half the size of Con¬ 
necticut. 

The study found the con¬ 
centration of methane 
detected there would trap 
more heat in the atmo¬ 
sphere than all the carbon 
dioxide produced each 


year in Sweden. 

Methane doesn’t last as 
long in the atmosphere as 
carbon dioxide, but it's far 
more potent for capturing 
heat in the short term. 
POSSIBLE SOURCES 
Methane occurs naturally 
and also is emitted by land¬ 
fills and the agricultural and 
oil and natural gas indus¬ 
tries.One possible source 
of the hot spot is methane 
released from the region’s 
coal deposits. 

The releases can happen 
naturally, especially where 
coal seams reach the 
earth's surface. They also 
occur deliberately when 
energy companies extract 


methane - the primary 
component of natural gas 
- from coal beds. 

The region is home to the 
San Juan Basin, North 
America’s most productive 
area coal bed methane 
extraction area. 

Methane also is released by 
coal mining and oil and gas 
drilling systems, and cattle 
produce large amounts of 
the gas. Scientists can pin¬ 
point the kind of methane 
created by fossil fuels by 
looking for the presence of 
associated hydrocarbons. 
HEALTH EFFECTS 
The methane emissions 
pose no direct safety or 
health risks for Four Corners 


residents, although the hot 
spot does factor into over¬ 
all global warming. 

Also, methane emitted 
from traditional oil and gas 
operations usually is ac¬ 
companied by hydrocar¬ 
bon emissions that can cre¬ 
ate ozone, a pollutant that 
leads to smog and is linked 
to asthma and respiratory 
illness. 

INVESTIGATING THE MYS¬ 
TERY 

For the next month, scien¬ 
tists based in Durango will 
fly in planes with a variety 
of instruments that can 
sense methane in the San 
Juan Basin. Crews in vans 
will follow up on their leads 


on the ground. 

The European satellite that 
captured the hot spot is no 
longer in use, but Japan's 
GOSAT satellite plans to fo¬ 
cus in on the Four Corners 
when it passes over the 
area. 

It's possible methane lev¬ 
els over the Four Corners 
have changed since 2009, 
said Gabrielle Petron, a 
scientist at the University of 
Colorado’s Cooperative In¬ 
stitute for Research in Envi¬ 
ronmental Sciences who is 
working on the latest study. 
Coal bed methane opera¬ 
tions have declined since 
then, but oil production has 
increased. □

Mick Jagger to other bands: Make every show count

NEW YORK (AP) — The only 
goal The Rolling Stones 
have left in their career is 
to rock on till the wheels 
fall off. 

"The only goal left is to see 
how far we can run the 
string,” Keith Richards, 71, 
said, laughing, in an in¬ 
terview Wednesday. "The 
band feels great about 
playing. I mean, you 
couldn’t get these guys to 
do anything if they didn’t 
wanna. It’s what we do, 
so we’re just hoping for a 
great summer.” 

The Stones — who’ve 
played together for more 
than 50 years — will kick off 
a 15-city stadium tour of 
North America on May 24 
at Petco Park in San Diego, 
California. 

Mick Jagger, in a separate 
interview, said the advice 
he would give other bands 
who want to play as long 
as the Stones is to make 
every show count. 

“Every night the audi¬ 
ence is like a challenge 
for me. Every time you go 
out there it’s different. You 
think it’s the same show, 
but it’s a different show, 
different place, different 
audience,” said Jagger, 
71. "For a younger band, 
you got to bring a sense of 
uniqueness to every show 
you do and you got to sort 
of try somehow to forgot 
— even though it appears 
to everyone it’s the same 
show — but to yourself it’s 
always got something dif¬ 
ferent and special about 
it.” 

Life on the road isn't for ev¬ 
eryone, Jagger said: “I’m 
not sure if all young bands 
want to stay on the road 
as long as we have,” he 
said with a laugh. "Maybe 
they’ll want to do some¬ 
thing else.” 

The band, which includes 
Charlie Watts and Ronnie 


Wood, played arenas in¬ 
stead of stadiums for their 
“50 & Counting” tour in 
2012 and 2013. On the Zip 
Code tour, they will visit 
AT&T Stadium in Dallas; the 
LP Field in Nashville, Ten¬ 
nessee; and Comerica 
Park in Detroit, among oth¬ 


er cities. 

“Stadiums, I love them, es¬ 
pecially when the weath¬ 
er’s on our side, when God 
joins the band,” Richards 
said. “It’s really nice to 
play indoors and auditori¬ 
ums with a controlled envi¬ 
ronment, but at the same 
time, it’s a different feeling 
playing outside, especially 
stadiums ... It's a looser 
feeling. 

Pre-sale tickets went on 
sale Wednesday and gen¬ 
eral tickets start Monday. 


The tour also celebrates 
the June 9 re-release of 
the Stones’ seminal 1971 
album, “Sticky Fingers.” It 
features songs like “Brown 
Sugar," "Wild Horses” and 
“Moonlight Mile.” 

“Mick and I have been 
talking, ‘Maybe we just 


sort of go up there and 
play the whole album,”’ 
Richards recalled. “But I 
don’t know if it will come 
to that.” "There are a lot 
of ballads on the album so 
maybe I'll mix up those,” 
Jagger said. "Most of the 
fast tunes on the album we 
do quite often, so some of 
the slow ones we don’t.” 
They will start rehearsals in 
early May, Jagger said. 
“Physically there’s quite a 
lot of workouts and getting 
your fitness level a bit high¬ 


er. But I have to do, you 
know, dance work outs 
and prep for my dance 
and prep for the vocals,” 
Jagger said. "You’re push¬ 
ing yourself to a limit, but a 
containable limit because 
you don’t want to screw 
up and you don’t want to 


get injured, so you try to 
get as fit as possible.” 
Jagger said he listens to 
a number of genres when 
dancing, from reggae to 
blues to rock and electron¬ 
ic dance acts like David 
Guetta and Calvin Harris. 
"Yeah, I listen to that stuff,” 
he said of the internation¬ 
al DJs. “And trap (music) 
and stuff. I put everything 
on. When I do the dance 
workouts, I just do a mix¬ 
ture of everything.” 
Richards said he’s com¬ 


pleted a solo album that 
is in “bed and ready to 
wake up I think later on 
this year.” Jagger has also 
worked on new music. 

“I been writing this week 
... I’ve written a lot of 
new songs lately, but we 
haven’t recorded them 


yet,” he said, adding that 
the songs are about "just 
life in general, different 
subjects, personal things, 
social things.” 

The last stop on the Stones’ 
Zip Code tour is July 15 
at the Festival d’ete de 
Quebec in Quebec City, 
Canada. But Richards said 
more dates may follow. 

“I hear South America is 
on the cards somewhere 
around October, Novem¬ 
ber, so we ain’t stopping 
yet,” he said.Q

Thursday. 

Murphy, 54, will receive the 
Mark Twain Prize for Ameri¬ 
can Humor on Oct. 18. The 
humor prize honors those 
who influence society in 
the tradition of Samuel 
Clemens, the writer, sati¬ 
rist and social commenta¬ 
tor better known as Mark 
Twain. 

Through his work, Murphy 
“has shown that like Mark 
Twain, he was years ahead 
of his time,” said Kennedy 
Center President Deborah 
Rutter. 

In a written statement, 
Murphy said he was deep¬ 
ly honored by the recog¬ 
nition and to join the list 
of past recipients of the 
Twain Prize. Past honorees 
include Jay Leno, Car¬ 
ol Burnett, Tina Fey and 


Whoopi Goldberg. 

Murphy has had a "con¬ 
sistently brilliant comedic 
career” in many different 
aspects of comedy, said 
Cappy McGarr, one of the 
humor prize show’s execu¬ 
tive producers. 

“He is truly a transforma¬ 
tive comedian and hu¬ 
morist," McGarr said. "Like 
Mark Twain, he talks about 
provocative issues and he 
is really, really funny while 
doing it. 

Murphy’s films have been 
among the highest-gross¬ 
ing comedies, includ¬ 


ing “48 Hours,” "Trading 
Places,” "Dr. Dolittle” and 
“Coming to America.” 
Murphy got his break in 
comedy in 1980 when he 
joined the cast of "Satur¬ 
day Night Live.” He went 
on to become one of the 
film industry’s top box of¬ 
fice performers as an ac¬ 
tor. The Kennedy Center 
said Murphy is the most 
commercially successful 
African-American actor in 
film history. The entertainer 
has insisted he is retired 
now and only makes rare 
appearancesQ

In a memo to staff Wednes¬ 
day, CBS News President 
David Rhodes said that 
the chief Washington cor¬ 
respondent and anchor of 
"Face the Nation” will re¬ 
tire this summer. 

Rhodes said that the 
78-year-old Schieffer 
made the announce¬ 
ment Wednesday night 
in Fort Worth, Texas, at 
TCU's Schieffer College of 
Communication. Schei- 
ffer graduated from the 
school and started his ca¬ 
reer in Texas, at the Fort 
Worth Star-Telegram. 

He joined CBS in 1969 and 
has been chief Washing¬ 
ton correspondent since 
1982 and host of "Face 


the Nation" since 1991. 

In his memo, CBS News 
head Rhodes called 
Schieffer an inspiration 
and mentor for many of his 


colleagues. 

Plans for “Face the Na¬ 
tion" and for the Washing¬
